“ W ildcat ’ wells are test wells which 
the oil men dril in the course of exporing 
new or unproved 
territories. 
T hrough 
them new pools are discovered and new 
fields brought into production. 
Our prov­ 
ed reserves have now reached the e n o r­ 
mous figures of narly 27,000,000,000 b a r ­ 
rels— and the “ wildcats” are largely r e ­ 
sponsible fo rthat. 


A “ w ildcat” , however, is not a safe 
s u re and conservative piece of business. 
It involves great financial risks since four 
out of five of them turn out to be dry holes. 
The science of geology has m ade great 
progress, but it isn’t foolproof by a long 
shot. 
The only sure way to prove that 
there is oil in any given place is to go down 
and look. 


Last y e a r ’s “ wildcats” cost the oi 
industry more than $350,000,000 in drill­ 
ing expense.

L os s of social secu rity benefits, 
p articu larly to 65 year old retired 
work ers, continu es to be a m ajor
